"How have the Moroa been recon¬ 
ciled?" lie waa asked.

Hov/ever, ( they are now on the 
upward movement, and in a few years 
they will be aa well regulated aa any 
section of the Islands. Still there are 
places'yet Where no Filipino Is si-|j 
lowed to go aa an official, because the 
inborn antipathy to the Filipinos on |i 
the part of the Moros haa not yet been 11 
overcome, which would certainly pro¬ 
duce trouble, tiradifiilly, however, the 
white officials are being diluted with 
Filipinos as the districts get more set¬ 
tled. 

"After cutting roads we have estab¬ 
lished a chain of constabulary posts on 
ea* h small Island, and In th<* Moro aec- 
tiora of Mindanao, linked by telephone. 
Drug stores, or rather dispensaries 
under medical charge, and schools have 
been established. Under the special 
provision for governing the Moro pop¬ 
ulation considerable latitude Is given 
to district administrations, and In that 
way ordfhancea suitable to Individual 
districts are adopted. The ooostabu- 
jtary are encouraged to co-operate with 
the native chiefs, who are educated In 
details of local administration, and 
thun be tn a position to control the 
[possible outbreaks The chain of com¬ 
munication Is now spreading rapidly, ; 
and efficiently, and our efforts are bet¬ 
ter understood In consequence.” 

Revenge Often Con quern 

Mr Harris told some gMN MSB 
stories of the earlier days of his life 
In the archipelago, particularly tn some 
of the remoter Islands of the Jolo 
group. These tales explained the ob¬ 
ject of some of the specimens he U 
bringing home, a miniature cannon, 
native weapons.
